The Warlike Spi ril— Interesting 
Description of Hie ICoute 
Over the Plains. 



Tnc Ualf-BreeAs Dend Shots- 
Nicholas Flood Davin, Ac. 

Ottawa, April 4th. 
We live in exciting times ni_ee lust I 
wrote; n grout vhango bus come over the 
position of affairs in our fair Dominion. 
My letter last week closed with the sml in- 
telligence that h contliot had taken ))lnco 
between the followers of Louis Kiel ami n 
party of • Northwest mounted police inul 
civilians under the command of Major 
Cr.uziur. The particulars of the affair ut 
that time were of a very meagre description, 
but since then the intelligence has conic to 
hand that the murder (for it amounts to 
nothing short of murder; of the police) and 
civilians took place while Crozier was par- 
leying with the rebels under a flag of truco. 
The half-breeds appear lo have placed 
themselves in a very advantageous position 
at Duck Lake, being in one of the coulees 
or recesses of the hills which abound in the 
undulating prairie thereabouts. ■ They wore 
thus enabled to flro over the bluff at long 
range-, they themselves being protected, 
while the police were in the open. The 
rebels suffered no loss, while the rankH of 
the volunteers were tJeciruated in a manner 
which has roused a thrill of horror through- 
out the entire lenglb and breadth of the 
laud. .It is no part of my intention to again 
refer to the cause of the unhappy outbreak, 
or to lay the responsibility for it on' the 
shoulders of any person. Wo are met by 
the plain fact that a baud of men have 
OPENLY H_T AT DEFIANCE 

all . the- principles of law and order, 
and have even gono so far as to 
shed bipod. In the emergency, mem- 
bers of both political parties acknowledge 
that the Government have acted promptly. 
The impression has prevailed hitherto that 
Adolph Caron, the Minister of Militia, ono 
of the nicest fellows personally to be met 
with in the Dominion, wuh too much of a 
kid glove drawing room " fellah you know, ' ' 
to make a good administrator, but I am 
bound to say that he has proved himself 
Made, of the right stuff. Recognizing the 
oritioal condition of affairs, and with the 
sanction of the Cabinet within a week ho 
bks liiid four thousand men fully equipped, 
many ■ of ■ whom are now en route for the 
Northwest. The Winnipeg battalions being 
nearest to the scene of the rising were the 
first "to jhlovo.-'and they are now at 
Qu'AppclIe wailing until the reinforcements 
from the east arrive. After considerable 
deliberation the Government have decided 
Dot to ask the United States government to 
permit our troops to pass through their 
territory, The reasons for this are obvious 
enough; but yet wo lind tho opposition 
showing the cloven hoof and kicking because 
tho all-Canadian route has been adopted. 
Probably your people are not quite so well 
posted on the geography of tho eastern 
division of. the 0. P. K, an wo are down 
hore,' and i brief description of the ronto 
may not bo uninteresting. 

ynOSf MO.NTIIE.U, TO OTTAWA 

tho distatlco is 120 miles; '_!> miles from 
Ottawa is Carleton Place junction, where 
t)»o new lino from Toronto, opened last 
spring, joins the old road running up to 
Mattawa, thence in a north-westerly direc- 
tion through the country north of Lake 
Superior. Prom Mattawa the C. P. It. has 
been building its line with great energy 
during tho past year, notwithstanding tho 
bitter opposition of the Grits who were in 
favor of tho Lake Superior section being 
discarded, and a bridge built across the St. 
Mary lUver, at Sault Sto. Marie, theuco 
carrying the line through tho States of 
Michigan and Wisconsin. Tho wisdom of 
Holoctiiig mid hurrying forward to comple- 
tion an all-Canadian route is fully demon- 
strated; but unfortunately at this moment 
tho line is not laid in its entirety, so that 
troops have to bo transported across three 
gaps 'which at present exist by means of ■ 
sleighs. From Carleton Place Junction to 
Dog Lako, whoro the first gap occurs, is a 
distance of , r >2G miles. Dog Lako lies air 
most dt|e north of Michipicoten river.. Tho 
gap referred to extends 42 miles westward, 
almost, to Jaii'.t pish bay, then comes a sec- 
tion of ninety-three miles completed, on 
which thero are three locomotives and. 
'tnony Hat cars, a second gap of 17 miles, 
followed by a tr.iek-laid section of 15 miles, 
then a gap of 'JO miles, over which thero 
are no rails laid. After that comes a stretch 
of 52 miles with track in fair order, and on 
which tliore is ample rolling-ntock for. th'o 
transport of tho troops. There iB then 
but a short gap of six and a half miles 



east of Nopigon to be crossed; and here, 
as at all the other gap3, there are plenty 
of teams , and ample '. accommodation of 
every kind for the men. The distanco 
from Dog lako to Nopigon is 255 niiloa; 
from Nepigoti to Port Arthur, 68 miles; 
from Port Arthur to Winnipeg, 435 miles; 
then from Winnipeg to Qu'Appello sta- 
tion, 324 miles. ' The total distance from 
Toronto to Qu'Appelle is 1,8:12 miles; 
from Montreal to Qu'Appelle 1,757 miles. 

i'HK' Tttoora NOW ON* THE WAT, • . 

are tho Queen's Own and ,10th Royals of 
Toronto, 580 men; the A and 15 batteries 
from Quebec and •Kingston, 100 men each; 
Todd's sharpshooters, Ottawa, 00 men; and 
the 65th of Montreal, a purely Trench 
Canadian regiment, !10U strong. Tho other 
troops are being hurried forward with' every 
despatch. The military ardor awakened 
throughout eastern Canada is almost in- 
credible. In Toronto nearly tho whole city 
turned out to see the boys off and the scenes 
tn route to the depot were of the most af- 
fecting description. Then the same thing 
took place in Ottawa when Todd's gallant 
men, composed of selected marksmen from 
the Governor General's Pool Guards, 
with swinging strides marched down to tho 
depot. When ono hears the strains of 
"The girl I left behind me" alternated 
with " Auld Lang Syne,'' and sees the red 
coata pass, lie must be a siuall-souled man 
who does not feel a little enthusiasm for 
thoso who are going to tight for their coun- 
try. Sad it is to think that many of these 
brnvo young fellows will never return to 
their homes again. The

and many of their bullets will lind a billet. 
Despite tho fact that death stares some in 
tho tuco no one is deterred from volunteer- 
ing, and it is a remarkable fact that when 
tho selected '250 from the Queen's Own 
came to be counted after the train had left 
Toronto it was found that extra men had 
smuggled themselves on board with full kit 
and equipment and would not be put off 
under any consideration. .\ few of us run 
down from Ottawa to say " good-bye to 
the boys at Carleton Place, and they were 
greatly pleased when they were presented 
with u flag by Mrs. Blake on behalf of 
several members of Parliament. I do not 
think it necessary to speak at further 
length on this unhappy affair. 1 should bo 
glad to say that tho rising is put down: but 
wo aro afraid that will not take place for 
many a long day. The greatest source of 
danger to .an early settlement of the diffi- 
culty lies in tho attitude of tho Indians and 
tho bitoHt reports aro unfavorable. It is 
said on good authority that the Indians 
have only had short rations dealt out to 
them this winter and hunger more than 
sympathy with Kiel will induce them to go 
on the- war path. How long this unhappy 
business will last it is impossible to say, 
but it seems that General Middleton will be 
kept busy for many days to come.

MA RINK AND FISHERIES. 

On Monday Mr. Baker renewed the 
motion which ho made last year for papers 
upon the subject of repairs to hauling out 
and launching of the steamer Sir James 
Douglas. The Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries did not happen to bo in his place 
in tho bouse at the tune so that Mr. Baker 
refrained from criticising at length the ad- 
ministration of tho department. He men- 
tioned, however, that the expenditure on 
the vessel had been considerably enhanced 
by tho conduct of tho agent of tho depart- 
ment towards the artisans employed on the 
vessel. We had a long speech last night 
from Dr. Ilorgin, tho representative of the 
manufacturing town of Cornwall, on tho 
subject of 

FACTORY LEGISLATION'. 

He has introduced a factory bill into the 
bouse and is very anxious to get it pushed 
through this session. Its chief provisions 
I referred to in a previous communication. 
He was followed by Mr. Mills who in a 
long speech carefully elaborated the argu- 
ment that the bill was ultra virus of the 
Dominion parliament inasmuch as it came 
under tho heading of "civil lights." 
Kocognizing the importance of this conten- 
tion, on the motion of Sir Hector Langevin 
the debate was adjourned. On the govern- 
ment days this week the tariff resolutions 
have been under consideration, and many 
have boon adopted. Supply, however, has 
not been reached, and not a cent of money 
has yet boon voted. The outbreak of the 
Kiel affair may unduly prolong the session 
of Parliament, or it may shorten it by com- 
pelling the government to abaudou all their 
measures. Before we do separate it is tho 
general impression that there will be a big 
howl on the part of the opposition. * 

In clotting I may just say that the hum-

(a gentleman with whom you Victorians I 
believe are slightly familiar), offering bis 
services to tho government •'without 
remuneration."

And whereas it is estimated that the 
sum of §70,000 will be required for tho 
above named purposes; 

And whereas it is desirable and expe- 
dient that the above named sum of §70,- 
000 should be obtained in tho manner 
herein. ifter mentioned; 

And whereas the amount of the whole j 
rateable property of the said Corporation, ' 
according to tho last rovised assessment | 
roll, — that is, the assessment roll for the | 
year 1885, was g3,092,285; 

And whereas the uum of $6,372 yearly 
will be required to create a sinking fund 
for the due repayment of the said princi- 
pal sum of §70 ,000 and interest thereon, 
as hereinafter mentioned, to provide 
which an additional annual special rato of 
f> 20 of one cent in the dollar will be re- 
quired. 

Bk it THEREFORE KtfAOTKD by the 
Mayor and Council of tho Corporation of 
the City of Victoria as follows: 

1. It shall be lawful for the Mayor of 
the said City to raise by way of loan 
from any uorson or persons, or body or 
bodies corporate, who may be willing to 
advance the same upon the credit of tho 
debentures hereinafter mentioned, a sum 
of money lint exceeding in the whole the 
sum of §70.000. and to cause tho same to 
be paid into tho hands of tho Treasurer of 
tho said Corporation for tho purposu and 
with tho object hereinbefore recited 

2. It shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause any number of debentures, for 
not less than §500 each, to bo made for 
such sums of money as may bu required 
for the purposos of the said loan, and all 
such debentures shall be sealod with tho 
common seal of tho said Corporation and 
signed by tho said Mayor. 

3. The said debentures Bhall bo made 
payable in thirty years at furtherst from 
the day hereinafter mentioned for this by- 
law to take effect, at the office of the 
Treasurer of tho said Corporation and 
shall have attached to them coupons for 
the payment of the interest. 

4. The said debentures shall boar in- 
terest at the rate of seven per cent, per 
annum from the date thereof, which in- 
terest shall bo payable half-yearly, at tho 
oflioe of the said Treasurer. 

5 For the purpose of forming a sink- 
ing fund for the payment of the said de- 
bentures, and tho interest to bo become 
due thereon, an equal special rato of 5-20 
of one cent in tho dollar shall in addition 
to all other rates bo raised, levied and 
collected in each year upon all rateable 
property during the continuance of the 
said debentures, or any of them. 

(i Section 3 of the Victoria Revenue 
Bylaw, 1881, is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out tho words "eight- tenths" and sub- 
stituting the words "eleven twentieths." 

7. It shall bo lawful for tho said Corpora- 
tion, from time to time, to repurchase any 
of the said debentures, and all debentures 
so repurchased shall be forthwith cancelled 
and no reissue of debentures shall be made 
in consequeiico of such repurchase. 

8. This by law shall take effect on tho 
first day of Juno, 1885. 

9. This by-law may bo cited for all 
purposes as tho " Waterworks Loan By- 
Law, 1885." 

Passed the Municipal Council this 
fifteenth day of April, A. D. 1885.

BIG GUNS UNDER WATER. 

The Ericsson system of harbor defeuco 
- is that qf.-carrying submarino artillery in 
aniall,- cheaply-constructed tossoIb. The 
Kun fifod under water is the control fac- 
tor; the vessel is only the gun carriage.

Un- 
doubtedly tho submarino gun is limited 
in range. It iB discharged at a distance 
of 300 feet from tho enomy's ship, and 
when tho projoctilo strikes tho ship its 
charge of gun cutton is exploded by a per- 
cussion firing pin.

sgMju • OLEOMARGARINE. 

: Portland has a dairy inspector whoso 
duty it is to go about among dealers and 
restaurateurs and apply tests for tho detec- 

■tion of .spurious butter. Ho has made 
many seizures and has confiscated a large 
quantity -of oleomargarine and butterino. 
**He has notified tho keepers of restaurants 
that they must serve their customers with 
nothing but real butter. If they disobey 
they will ho ^arrested and fined. Onterors 
iinji dealers may sell oleomargariuo, but 
not unless it is branded, and tho sign "we 

.-.sell oleomargarine," displayed in promi- 
riont places of the house for tho observance 
of. tho public. Tho News says, "California 

'rolls "are unsaleable except under the above 
requirements." Does the Nows mean to 
intimate that "California roll" is another 
name for a bogus dairy product? The in- 
spector iu tho., course of his rounds, dis- 
covered 150 tons of what is called Oregon 
8toro butter, which ho pronounced unfit for 
food, and ordered the merchants to with- 
draw, it from the market. Five tubs of but- 
terine were also found and the whole mess 
was probably shipped to Washington Ter- 
ritory and Victoria. This is a serious mat- 
ter. Any article of food that will not be 
tolerated at Portland is surely not good 
enough for Victoria. Tho importation and 
sale of such 'stuff here is illegal under the 
Foods Adulteration Act; but in tho absence 
of an inspector who is to inspect? 

'THE RAILWAY CHARGES. 

Mr. Ondordonk publishes a lengthy 
comflnuoication in this issue in reply to 
aa article on the subject of railway freight 
rates which appeared in The Colonist. Mr. 
Otiderdonk • announces an important re- 
duction in the rates on coal oil and Hour 
and holds out a promise of further con- 
cessions under certain circumstances. 
Tho question from the contractors' stand- 
point is argued with much ability. No 
one can help thinking that, all things 
considered, it was a fortunate circum- 
stance for the artisans and merchants who 
had dealings with the contractors that the 
contract fell into such strong hands as 
thoao of Mr. Ouderdonk. Every just 
claim is liquidated monthly, and when it 
is s.tated that the expenditure on the 
works is $300,000 uach month it will be 
understood what an important factor rail- 
way expenditure has been in bringing 
about, prosperity. We hone to see Mr. 
Onderdoiik revijo.the entire list of charges 
and reduce them to a point that will bo 
reasonably satisfactory to that portion of 
the public who use the road and profitable 



THE C. P. R. STRIKE. 

Thin affair would seem, from special cor- 
respondence published in this issue, to be 
quite- serious; the men having gone for three 
mouths wjthout their pay suddenly struck 
and inarched westward along tho lino to 
Columbia river, calling out the men who 
still romaiued- : on the works. At every 
camp tho summons would appear to have 
bot.u obeyed and tho great enterprise is at 
a standstill. ^The strikers number 5,000. 
The company aro in great straits for they 
aro Hiiablo to move hand or foot. The 
steel rail cargoes now ailoiit for this port 
are pledged to tho Hank of Montreal whore 
tho bills of lading are held. The direotors 
have pledged their private fortunes, 
uumorous drafts on tho company from this 
province have been dishonored and tho 
situation is most serious. If tho Dominion 
parliament should adjourn without making 
provision for the relief of the company they 
will fall to pieces almost at once, and wide- 
spread commoroial disaster and panic will 
follow. The country must assist the com- 
pany or prepare for a general collapse 
thoughout the Dominion. 

. ; THE IV A R NEWS. 

The news is again of a threatening char- 
actor. England is preparing and is nearly 

Ereparod for the worst. The contest will 
e sharp, but it will not be long. If llussia 
cannot seize ^fghunistan by a sudden dash 
and in a single, campaign she must retire. 
She has absolutely no financial resources. 
Tho cost of maintaining her great army on a 
peace footing absorbs the bulk of her 
revenues; but if sho enters the field the 
burden will become so great that the nation 
will break down beneath the strain. Some 
decisive news may be looked for noxt week. 

ADDITIONS TO THE NAVY. 

The British navy is to have six— not ten, 
as at first suggested—ships built of tho 
Scout class, and iu all probability this num- 
ber will undergo some alteration. Vessels 
of this class will be 225 feet iu lengthy with 
a beam of 43 to 15 foot, estimated speed, 
16 knots; built ot .steel; twin screw torpedo 
cruisers; coal capacity to steam 7,000 knots 
at 10 kuots, and 1,700 knots at full speed. 
Tho latest arrangement is to arm them with 
six 4-ton guns, in addition to a proportion 
of machine guns. This class of vessel is 
much needed, aud would do muoh to pro- 
tect British commerce in addition to being 
a formidable foe to light squadrons nnd 
Mingle skip*.

ON COAL OIL, 

I believe, it would be to tho iutorest of 
the contractors to chargo only first class 
rates instead of double first as heretofore, 
provided shippers will bo satisfied to havo 
it convoyed on Hat cars. Tho reason for 
the double rate heretofore charged was 
because carried in box cars it invariably 
damaged other freight; perhaps in the 
following trip Hour would be placed where 
coal oil cases had been on a previous one 
and it was found that oven after cars were 
cleanod the saturated floor would damage 
other articles piled on it. If tho traffic 
warranted, a special zinc lined car for oil 
could be put on; but tho amount shipped 
is not sufficient to warrant this. I havo 
given orders to reduce coal oil rates ac 
cordingly. 

OS KLOUK 

I believe it wouid also be to the interest 
of tho contractors to charge a less rate 
than tho tariff one to Spence's Bridge and 
Lylton from Moody or Hammond. I 
havo accordingly ordered a rebate jf SI 
per barrol on lots of from 5 to 10 tons 
and a rebato of S'2 per barrel on full car 
loads to said points. 

It is asserted by some that because the 
freight rates charged are much higher 
than those charged on finished railways 
that they should bo greatly reduced; and 
to an ordinary observer unfamiliar with 
the whole matter this would no doubt 
seem reasonable; but when tho subject is 
analyzed it appears in a different light. 

Let us first see who aro the ones to de- 
rive profit and benefit at contractors' ex- 
pense by a . ' 

LOWER TARIFF, 
and next whether it is just or right that 
this profit and benefit should be derived 
by them at their (tho contractors) expense 
during the construction of the railway. 

Tho ones who would derive profit ar.d 
benefit at contractor's expense would be 
principally the traders and consumers. 
Now it is a well known fact that tho (r ul- 
ers in B. 0. have always (and rightly 
enough, too, as a matter of business) de- 
manded from the railway contractors the 
very highest prices they cauld obtain for 
anything they had a monopoly of. It' tho 
contractors wanted grain, hay, live stuck, 
Hour, bacon, vegetables, beef or any I lung 
else produced in tho upper country, iho 
price was always regulated by what the 
contractors could lay it down for from 
abroad with tho cost of duty, freight and 
teaming added. Combinations to this 
effect were the rule. But no objection to 
this was ever dreamed of by either the 
press or those who now objected to the 

CONTlUCTOlt's FRKIGHT BATES, 

In fact it was and is yet recognized by 
every one doing business in li. C. as a 
perfectly businesslike and reasonable basis 
on which to make rates for offering prices 
to the contractors. 

I certainly do not expect for a moment 
that people will ship goods by the con- 
tractors' cars if they can do so cheaper 
(everything considered) by other means. 
Nor do 1 for a moment suppose tho trad- 
ers of B. 0. would expect the contractors 
to buy their supplies if thoy can lay them 
down cheaper (all things considered) from 
abroad. 

If the contractors should attempt to do 
business on any other basis it would sim- 
ply bo impossible to do it at all. 

Tho government advertises very exten- 
sively all over for liters to construct 

THE RAILWAY IN BRITI3U COLUMBIA. 
Every means is takon to get tho work ac- 
complished at the lowest prices possible, 
and tho most strict and rigid exactitude is 
insisted upon in every detail. Which, no 
deubt, is all right and proper; but neces- 
sarily obliges the contractors in then- lorn 
to conduct the work on strictly business 
principles, doing their buying at as low- 
rates as the market will afford them and 
selling at aa high rates as the market will 
permit them. This is unquestionably per- 
fectly legitimate and right and far more 
honorable than the so-called uenorosity 
that attempts to do otherwise, but surely 
fails, leaving impoverished creditors to 
rellect on the mistake. 

WHO ARE THE CONSUMER}* ? 
As closely as we can approximate from a 
review of the matter between eighty and 
ninety per cent, (call it, eighty-five pur 
cout.) are men or the families of men who 
are in the employ of the contractors. 

It would bo no mure reasonable for 
those to ask or oxpect the contractors to 
carry their freight at less than the market 
rates than it would be for the contractors 
to ask them to work for lower wages. In 
caso ono is douo tho other should be also 
as an offset. Tho other 15 pur cent, of 
coiiBumors if thoy sharo no direct benefits 
at the hands of the contractors certainly 
do indirectly in tho prosperity incidental 
to so large an expenditure in the country 
during railway construction. It is un- 
reasonable for them to expect that tho 
contractors should furnish freight for them 
at far loss than tho market rates. 

The principal reason 1 havo heard ad- 
vanced for 

A REDUCTION OF FREIGHT 
is that the contractors' profits on trans- 
portation aro larger than the dissatisfied 
ones think they should bo. They reason 
aB if tho road was. completed and to be 
operated by the contractors for all time. 
They are not aware of tho costliness of 
interfering with construction trains by 
those trains doing traffic; they do not 
realize the heavy cost of repairs on an 
unfinished road not only to tho road-lied 
but to the rolling Btock, requiring a largo 
force of men under constant pay. They 
do not consider tho expense of putting 
up temporary water, tanks, temporary 
station buildings, temporary side tracks, 
temporary storehouses, elc;, etc., for 
which the contractors have to pay out of 
their own pockets aud can only he reim - 
buraed by a very few months of traffic. 

Without some profit it is not to bu sup- 
posed the contractors would attempt to do 
the business; but the reputed extent of 
those profits aro grossly exaggerated by 
persons who know nothing about these 
expenditures. Tho people of the main- 
land havo a safeguard (against any combi- 
nation creating a monopoly) that saves 
thuin from what ia termed "outrageous 
extortion" on freights, it ia this — that un- 
less a monopoly is of some benefit to 
those creating the demand it cannot 
exist. 

Being very much occupied I cannot 
spare time to argue through the papers 
upon 



EVERY MI3TATEMENT 
that is made on tho subject of freights, 
railway monopoly, etc., and I propose to 
drop the subject with this letter on re- 
cord. Otherwise I would wasto much 
time in contradicting statements like that 
of one of your correspondents who says 
in effect, "that tho railway contractors 
aro milking tho country (meaning B. 0.) 
and leaving a dry bag where they found a 
full one." 

Tho contractors pay out over §300,000 
cash per month in B. 0. They havo 
nevor collected £11 cash in any one mouth 
from all tho people in the country, in- 
cluding freights and sales of all kinds, 
more than a single fraction of that sum. 
Tho money paid tho contractors comes 
from the Dominion and is by far in the 
greatest portion collected from tho east- 
ern provinces, although expended in B. 
C. , which reaps tho benefit of this ex- 
penditure. Then, again, it is wq,U known 
that tho C. P. Railway Co. (proper) 
would havo built from tho east to Savona'a 
instead of conducting that work from the 
Pacific, and expending their money in B. 
0. aa is now being do.u, if tho contract 
firm, of which I am a member, had not 
taken groat pains to make mutually ad- 
vantageous arrangements. No particular 
virtue is claimed, it was a matter of busi- 
ness, but the result is tho samo, instead 
of "milking tho country and loaving an 
empty bag, where they (the contractors) 
found a full ono," it appears to mo that 
tho very opposite is tho case. 

ONE aUdUESTIOii 

(and the only one that seems to me to havo 
any force) has boon made by yoursolf and 
that is that it might bo to tho interest of 
tho contractors as likely to increase tfleir 
business to lesson thoir freight charges. 
Let mo assure you that 1 shall always 
consider this suggestion most fully und if 
it will seem to mo mora profitable at any 
time for the contractors to take freight up 
for extremely low rates it will bo done. 
Otherwise, if it should not Beem to be to 
their interest to do so. I cannot promiso 
any change.

THE STRIKE OX THE C. F. R. 

The Wages Largely in Arrears. 

The Strikers Pass Resolutions, 

Close tho Whiskey Saloons and 
Slop all Work. 



Eagle Pass, April 7- 
To I'll e Editor:- The principal item of 
interest in this vicinity recently has been 
tho strike of men working on the Canadian 
Pacific Railway iu the Selkirk lUngo of 
mountains. On the 1st iust. work was 
stopped universally on tho eastern slope 
as far as the Beaver. About 1,500 men 
camped at that town caused all the whis 
key saloons to bo closed aud forwarded 
the enclosed resolutions to Mr. Ross, 
manager of construction. A portion of 
the strikers at the same time wont weat, 
and on the 4th iust. made their appear- 
ance at the west crossing of the Columbia 
River. The work upon the bridge was 
stopped, and all work on the grade Tho 
men sunt word to Mr. G IV Wright 
"that they had no desire to interfere with 
his right-of-way work, as he had always 
paid his men. " 

It was reported at tho Becond crossing 
that the company began paying off laBt 
week, and if so, the men may go to work 
again. It was generally believed, how- 
ever, that no work would go on until the 
demands of tho strikers were complied 
with. X. 

STRIKEUS' UESOLUTIONS. 

To the C. P. R.. Construction Co. — 
Sirs — The following is what the workmen 
oa the C. P. R. , west, aro asking from 
your company : 

1st. — That the men bo paid their back 
pay up to the first uf March, 1885, AT 
ONUE; or if the company don't pay tho 
arrears at once that three months' pay 
will be duo on the 15th inst., afid must 
be paiil before tho men resume work. 

2nd. — That the men doing station work 
on the road receive and get the resident 
engineer's estimate and be paid at the 
same time aa tho workmen on Haid osti- 
um to. 

3rd. — That hereafter the companyjwill 
establish a regular monthly pay day, say 
the loth of each mouth, or as near to 
that date as possible. 

4th. — That any workman discharged 
from any contractor's work shall receive 
his pay at once. 

This is respectfully submitted by tho 
committee appointed by the workingmen.

KILLED ItV A DOG. 

Two Deaths l»y the Same Vici- 
ous Animal.

For sever- 
al days past the anniroal has been show- 
ing signs of madness and it had been 
decided to shoot it yesterday afternoon. 
A few minutes after Mrs. Carroll reach- 
ed the upper floor she was alarmed by 
hearing a shout as if Home one were in 
great pain. Rushing down stairs, Mrs. 
Carroll was horrified upon discovering 
the nine-mpnth-old babo being lacerated 
by the brute. The dog was shaking the 
babe as if it were a rat, und blood was 
streaming from all parts of its body. 
Mrs Carroll ran for assist anco. Upon 
the arrival of the neighbors the child 
was df ad and the dog was found calinHy 
seated by the body, feasting on it. One 
arm had been coinpletey devoured. A 
shot from a revolver soon dispatched 
the dog. About four weeks ago the 
Mime animal bit Mr. Carroll while lie 
was whipping it. A week latter he was 
attacked with hydrophobia and died on 
Wednesday- last. On his death-bed ftjr. 
Carroll requated that tho dog should 
not be killed.

Clauses I hit i are Too Too 
Liberal. 

(Exclusive to The Colonist.) 

London, April 18. — Tho bill to onnblo 
tho British Australian coloninft t.n f«!rlon>t«, 
which was introduced last Thursday in 
tho house »f lords by Karl Dorby, min- 
ister fur the colonies, contains clauses for 
the declaration of the doctrine of state 
rights in its most liboral form. Onu of 
these clauses onacU that any one colony 
Bhall always have power to withdraw from 
the federation at its own discretion at any 
time without consulting tho other mem- 
bers of the federation. Tho other clause- 
oinpiwers tho legislature of any colony in 
tho federation to override past decisions 
of the federal council. It is behoved 
that overy one of tho Australian colonics 
except, perhaps, New South Wales, will

Judge O'Kielly Thrown from 
His Carriage and Seri- 
ously Injured. 

Last evening about 7:u0 while Hon. P. 
O'Reilly and Mrs. O'Reilly Mere driving 
along Government stroet, tlio very spirited 
horso took fright, and a portion of the har- 
ness becouiing disarranged, dashed 
down the street at a terrific speed.

ENGLAND. 
London, April 18 — Th.e40iph.or dispatch 
of Sir Peter Luinsden, giving hi* report 
of the Penjdeh incident, has boon inter- 
preted and a copy of the interpretation 
has been distributed among tho members 
of tho cabinet. Nothing more is public- 
ly known of tho contents of this dispatch 
than was stated by Gladstone in tho 
house nf commons last night. As sever- 
al hours worn consumed in deciphering 
the dispatch, however, it is believed to 
contain full reperts of the battle and 
events leading to it, as viewed by Eng- 
lishmen nearest the scone. 

Tho Times this morning in discussing 
the Anglo-Russian question, says nothing 
has happened in the last three or four 
days to justify a change in the public at- 
titude; even if the government is prepared 
to give Russia the territory already occu- 
pied, it by no men us follows that trouble 
is ended. 

Tho Standard speaks to tho following 
effect: Nobody who has the honor of 
England at heart can help feeling that 
the government ir, paying a disastrous 
price for the respect, which it is proposing 
to secure. 

A dispatch from Home to the Exchange 
Telegraph Company, states that the 
Italian fleet is being fitted out for a move- 
ment to the Baltic Sea, and that a num- 
ber of seamen engaged for service in the 
Rod Sen have boon recalled, with a view 
tn a change of destination to tlio Baltic. 
The s.11110 dispatch says the Italian gov- 
ernment is preparing another naval ex- 
pedition 'which il is understood in to bo 
put in readiness to go to the Black So* 
whenever hecessary 

Notwithstanding the advance in English 
ami Uussian securities, war is still iu tho 
London air. The Times asks: Aro we, 
then, to h ave the Ameer to his own devices 
after engaging hi in in a conflict with "Russia, 
(or which his unaided forces are inadequate, 
and if we do, can we expect that Afghans 
will not doom themselves betrayed and 
throw themselves into tho arum of the 
strongest power? 

Dispatches received this afternoon from 
Vienna and Constantinople state that Aus- 
tria and Germany have warned tho Porto 
that the lierlin treaty will bo annulled if 
either English or Russian war ships are 
allowed to puss the Dosphorus in tho event 
of war between England and Itussiu. 

GIBRALTAR

— V Russian prince, nt 
present in this oily, received a telegram 
from the Czar, in which the hitter conveys 
tho expression ot strong hope that peace 
will be prasorved between England and 
Russia by means of a mutual concession. 

DeFreycinet read to tho French cabinet 
at n meeting Ibis afternoon a number of 
dispatches concerning the Afghan dispute. 
All the dispatches indicate that peaceful 
ideas prevailed among all those occupying 
positions of control on both sides.

London, April IS. — Tho stock market to- 
day closed tint and unsettled, the boars 
having stopped rebuying. Uneasiness in 
regard to tho political situation has ravived. 
Spanish securities were depressed by vague 
rumors of impending revolution iu .Madrid. 

London, April 18, — The prospect of 
poace may bo delusive. Many oxper- 
ionced diplomats entertain a firm convic- 
tion that tho app.irent truce is taken by 
England merely to get, a proper breach for 



effoctivo action. Tho very firmness with 
which Gladstone makes his public state- 
ments and tho cold, calculating exactness 
with which ho phrases his utterances, all 
tend to convince those who know the 
premier woll that ho has determined upon 
a policy which, no matter how surprising 
it may be when announced, it will by no 
means be one of retrogression. .Glad- 
stone has made some retreats during his 
ministry, but ho has always en these oc- 
casions' betrayed himself, by indecision 
and evasion in his parliamentary state- 
ments. It is quite different with him now. 
To all interrogatories in tho house of com- 
mons during tho past week the premier 
haB presented the very perfection of firm- 
ness in reply. Whoro the questioners de- 
sired to know something which the gov- 
ernment were not ready to confide to tho 
public Gladstone has straightforwardly re- 
fused to give information and plainly 
based his refusal on public policy. In 
nearly overy other case tho liboral leader 
has boen frank to his constituents, fair to 
his opponents and uniinpassionod and 
truthful to tho Russians Gladstone ap- 
pears to have his ontiro ease in hand, und 
soems to bo unembarrassed by prospects, 
and undoubtedly has tho full sympathy 
and co-operation of his ontiro cabinet 
As a ^porting man states, "Gladstone is 
playing a waiting game and knows all tho 
cards." It would appear from all this 
that the premier has another coup 
dt. tktatr* prepared for next week's 
vote of credit. Hence, although 
all surface Indications warrant a 
statement that tho prospect is one of 
peace the only description of tho actual 
situation which can be given aa literally 
accurate is that contained in tho statement 
that the situation ia rather ovacular, fur 
no one outside tho uabiuot soems to know 
just what it is, may bo set down as abso- 
lutely true that the rise and fall of tho 
war talk during tho 10 days past has 
been largoly duo to the speculative money 
interested in making sales or purchases. 
Never in tho history of modern timoB has 
such a vast amount of money been in- 
torosted in the change of public opinion 
in a single nation. Tho enormous sums 
invested by Berlin, Vionnia, Paris and 
London capitalists in Russian securities 
and British consols have compelled a vast, 
and powerful intense to maintain and 
spread good news. Tho owners of the 
millions of idlo money in London and in 
tho continental bourse seeking investment 
constitute on the other hand an equally 
powerful class whoso interest it is to broak 
values by securing and circulating bad 
news. This struggle to retain against 
this battle to got has boon largely respon- 
sible for moat of tho war news given to 
tho public during tho past fortnight. 
Very littlo nows has ominated in any 
form from oithor tho Russian or English 
governments. Tho Russian gonerals aro 
poor and ambitious for fame; but no one 
supposes thoy aro market speculators. 
England novor had a ministry purer than 
tho prosont cabinet. It ia not only above 
suspicion, but out of suipicion's roach. 
In Paris and Berlin speculators hold large 
amounts uf Egyptian stock. Tlinso holders 
foar thnt a crash would ensure in all these 
slocks if England should be compelled 
to evacuate Egypt in ordor to measure 
strength with Russia. Russia has boon 
making the strongest posaiblo efforts to 
maintain financial credit in Europe. 
Sho has announced that tho new tax on 
coupons will bo collected from Russian 
holders only. Foreign holders of Russian 
bonis have thereforo nothing to do to es- 
cape this coupon tax but make allidnvit to 
their nationality. Tho announcement of 
this peculiar distinction among tho in- 
vestors in Russian bonds has both created 
surpriso and holpod Russian credit abroad. 
The imperial council, which has tho entire 
matter under consideration, has made 
haste to relievo foreign holders of alarm 
by making them acquainted with thoir 
exemption from this coupon tax and will 
soon make known other important results 
of the discussion which the council is 
now devoting to tho whole subject of 
Russia credit. It is not yot definitely 
known what tho rnsult has beon of the 
efforts of tho Russian government to ne- 
gotiate a loan with the Rothschilds. It 
is believed, however, that the Rothschilds 
havo declined Russia's terms. This bo- 
lief is fortified by reports that a number 
of contracts for tho Russian government, 
the conclusion of which were based 
on the success of the negotiations 
with tho Rothschilds, havo recently been 
abandoned bocauao of the allegod refusal 
by Rothchilds to mnko the requested 
loan. General Tan N'-r-,ki, Russian 
minister of war, it is stated, is suffering 
from ill health and desires to retire. Gen 
( Ibrontchoff is named as bis successor. Van 
Norski belongs to the peace party In £t. 
Petersburg. It is not generally believed 
that ho is really ill. It is suspected that if 
he retires it will be iu deference to the war 
party, which seems to bo getting control of 
the Russian government. Obroutcbeff is 
thoroughly in sympathy with the war party 
and bis assumption of the control of the 
war offico would undoubtedly be indicative 
of the adoption of a warlike policy by tho 
Czar. 

The StatiHt advocates a closo alliance be- 
tween England and Persia. Such an alli- 
ance would enable England iu the event of 
war with Russia to cut off Russia's lino of 
communication. 

The Spectator says: After clutching 
Herat Russia will bo almost certain to turn 
her attention to Persia und attempt to secure 
control of tho Shah's dominions by a com- 
bined attack from Armenia and tho Khaua- 
tic. The possossion of such a fertile coun- 
try as Persia, situated so favorably, the 
Spectator thinks, would be most valuable 
to RtiBsia in any aggressive movement 
southward. Tho only disadvantage which 
the possession would entail upon Russia 
would ariso from her subsequent exposuro 
to attack from the sea, hor seclusion from 
which has hitherto boen tho source of groat 
security.

— The troublo in 
thje Christ church cathedral, Montreal 
is not over, as the congregation is 
'* .* about equally divided. The oppouents 
of the rector will try at a meeting on 
tbe'20th to remove the church warden 
elected on Monday last. There is great 
regret felt by the church people at (he 
unseemly contest, as there is virtually 
no principle involved, merely the wear- 
ing of surplices by the choir. 

A Vouching Scene. 

A roguish, looking little fellow, proba- 
bly 12 years old, stood on the carpeted 
platform near Mr. Beecher's arm chair 
at Plymouth Church the other night 
and repeated the Lord's Prayer with 
such infinite pathos — so touching be 
cause' jt was |w holly unconscious— that 
fifty people in tho large audience de- 
voutly joined in his "Amen," and near- 
ly two hundred more wiped tho tears 
from their eyes. ,But little more than a 
■year ago the boy was a street waif in 
Danbury, Conn, People pitied him and 
gave him pennies because ho was deaf 
and dumb. A benevolent gentleman 
sent him to an oral school for deaf 
mutes in Mystic. He watched the lips 
of the people in the audience fifty feet 
away, and repeated words after them. 
"Maggie,"- "Herman," "Hartford," 
"boy," "horse," and several words were 
'spoken as plainly as four out of five 
school children of his age would have 
pronounced theiu. "Brooklyn" bothered 
him. He called it Bruglin. The boy 
could not hear a sound. He never has 
since ho was born. So keen was his 
observations that he repeated words 
' by watching the shadow on the white 
wall of tho person who uttered them. 
He did not shirk a syllable of the 
Lord's Prayer,, nor stumble once in 
his articulation. His pronunciation of 
some words was peculiar, but the whole 
was rendered with such plaintive sim- 
plicity and peculiar falling inflection at 
the termination of sentences that 
.many .ladies who heard him sobbed. 
Another boy stepped on the platform, 
-a sharp little fellow in short trousers. 
- He watched people's lips with eyes 
like a lynx and shouted the words 
after them as vociferously as a news- 
boy! Somebody tried him with some 
hard words, such as Nebuchednezzar, 
but he pronounced them before the 
tones of tlm first speaker's voice had 
died away. People pointed to articles 
of clothing, such as a cuff, collar, glove 
or coat, and the boy told theiu what 
they were doing Fie never dreamed of 
the applause that followed him to his 
seat-New York Times. 

ISatlis in Country Houses. 

Thousands of country houses cannot 
have, except at considerable expense, a 
bath-room, with the usual amount of 
fixtures. But in any country home per- 
sons may easily and thoroughly wash 
themselves -which, 1 take it, is the one 
purpose of a bath-room -at almost no 
expense and no slopping. The bowl of 
soft water and good castilo soap, to be- 
gin with; then, instead of the crash 
towel, which so many use, get a half 
yard of shaker flannel -cotton and wool 
llannei. The reason for this is, it will 
not stick together like linen, and there 
is more friction to it when wet than 
linen has. Soap it well, and with it 
not dripping wet go over the body; 
then wring it out and go over the body 
again; and, there is no need of any 
Turkish towel for friction. Then plunge 
the feet in the bowl and hold them 
there according to pleasure, The whole 
process need not take more than five 
minutes, and you are cleau. I like very 
much what my physician told me once 
about bathing and rubbing: "Do not 
destroy the sensitiveness of tho skin," 
which a great many people who bathe 
or wash themselves seem determined 
to do, imagining tat the harder they 
rub themselves with a coarse towol 
the better for them, whereas so much 
tbd worse. — Illus.' Christian Weekly. 

, Abolish the Honeymoon. 

So Princess Beatrice's honeymoon is 
to be spent in the Isle of Wight! After 
this it .will be even more than ever the 
resort of couples newly wed. But the 
honeymoon is now becoming an institu- 
tion of the past. It has of late been 
growing shorter and shorter, and will 
soon be quite obsolete.
